Gacceesful Voyage Prom Cherbourg te Len- 
Gen tm ao Steering Ralloon, 

The balloon Torpilleur, which is fitted with 
@ patent steering and propelling apparatus, and 
fn which the aeronant L'Hoste and astronomer 
Mangot sacended from Cherbourg, France, at 
11 o'clock last Thursday evening, descended in 
London at 6 o'clock the next morning. The 
eerial navigators returned to Cherbourg, and 
will attempt @ voyage from that place to Nor- 


way. 

Fhe een resent feat, with conclusive proofs 
im the new born science of balloon navigation 
was performed in France on September 24, 
1885, by the young military engineers, the 
brothers Renard ,from the camp at Cholons, 
within afew miles from Paris. Starting at 
42 p.m., the seronauts reached Point du 
Jour after 6p. m,; returning to the camp at 
6.45 p. m.—a distance of three miles each 
way, On this journey in the outward 
trip the wind was against them, oppos 
ing the advance of the apparatus ty 
ward the capital at the rate of fru 
metresper second. The rite of speed of the 
balloon, as recorded by the ‘log balloon,” was 
six metres per second. The revolution of the 
ecrew was fifty five per tminnees; its diam 
eter seven metres. The volume of the balloor 
was 144) cubic metres, filled with pore hydre 
wen was. The machine was eight horse powe 
constructed by M. Gramine, witha batt 
by Captain Renard, weighing in ell 20) kilos 
and capable of working ot the rate piven fo 
two hours. e whole journey was per 
formed with perfect excaneis, acd the | 
loon acted in @ most mati ectory ruanner, 
ter the journey Captain Clioates Denied sed 
“J consider the problem of acral navigato 
solved by the results of oor e\peraiuent.

Range, The balloon was cigarshaped anc 
pointed at each extremity. Tu the car were

On October 29, 1583, an experiment tool 
slace at the Place de la Defense, Courbevuw 
Paris, under M. Brisson, but the eable appar 
atus failed and the result waa consequeiati;
